The 
new; electric railroad up the side of 
Gornergrat, one of the highest peaks of 
the range, will bo opened soon. So 
elated is the engineer with his success 
that he is already planning .to build a 
road up the ste.ep ascent, of Mont 
Blanc, "the monarch of mountains." 
.The road up Gornergrat is 10 mijes.long

It is not often that it is given to

1 magination, to travel daily .on a high 
.OB,-!.literally groaning with diamonds,' 
lays the New York '-Herald. When 
;uch an unusual 'privilege is vouch- 
iafed, it would appear to be'the proper 
.hirig tb admit that one might love 
.he- very ground he waHied on. 
Until 


i few years, ago there was such;a road 
.'.nd it was neither a vision of the pipe 
nor the press agent. It was located in 
the Kimberley.district in'South Africa 
arid when a man walked over it ho 
walked over millions of dollars' wortb 
ol the .precious stones.. Five thousand 
dollars a yard was the record of some. 
parts of the road. The diamonds are 
riot there now, so it will 3o the gentle 
"eacler no good to take a ticket for 
Klmberley and seek, .to fliid a fortune 
in. the.-street.'.-It seems that when the. 
liamohd mining industry 
:was '''some 


years yaunger than it is today there 
was a vexing scarcity., of water in the 
Kimberiey'country. So when a miner 
Wouldn't get a supply of water to help 
nim in his search t° ha.d to do .the 
best he could and hustle around with 
his tools In the dry earth/'.He .would 
spade here and there •antil he.struck 
a. lump of earth which held the eagerly 
Bought ;prize. Then he would abandon 
the .little mound of earth his spade had 
overturned and seek for diamonds in 
another place. After a while, several 
years in fact, these mounds amounted 
LO a considerable obstruction to travel 
and further,'digging; 
The loose.earth 


was in the way, but no one would vol- 
unteer to cart it away. 
Finally the- 


Kimberiey municipal council offered to' 
'Lise the dirt in macadamizing the roads 
around the city, -which .was branching 
out and reaching quite respectable pro- 
ppitions. 
The offer was: gladly 
ac- 


cepted by the mine-owners and 
the 


mounds were cleared away. Nearly a 
score of years later there was a drop in 
the diamond market. The price of the 
stones fell and in order to bring about 
a return of high figures the mine-own- 
ers decided to restrict their output. 
This necessitated a^big cut in the pay 
roll and as a result the Kimberiey dis- 
trict was soon nverrun with unem- 
ployed miners. .Then some of the wise 
men in the land came to tlie conclusion 
Lhat they might pick up a few over- 
looked gems from the high road if they 
could get municipal 
permission 
and 


a plentiful supply of water. They got 
both, for each year a portion of the 
road which had been strengthened by 
the mound dirt was turned over to the 
men and they worked on it with as- 
tounding results. 
Diamonds 
to 
the 


value of $200,000 were.recovered-yearly 
for several years. From the little piece 
of road no bigger than the floor of a 
Harlem^ drawing' room there was taken 
1100.000 worth of diamonds.
